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Tether 
program 
has begun

A new tether program for 
non-violent criminal offenders 
and convicted drunken drivers 
has opened at the 34th District 
Court in Romulus. 

Wayne County Sheriff Ro¬ 
bert Ficano revealed Friday 
that the pilot program was one 
of the alternative sentencing 
programs created as Wayne 
County jail space becomes 
more and more crowded. 

At the present time, Ficano 
said those being placed on 
tethers (65 at last count in 
Wayne County) included those 
convicted of “paper or prop¬ 
erty crimes” and those con¬ 
victed of drunk driving 
offenses. 


The cost of the 
tether program ($10 
to $15 per day) is 
paid for by the 
defendant. 


The two key elements of the 
-tether program, Ficano said, 
are (1) selecting the right de¬ 
fendants and (2) certainty of 
enforcement. 

Thus to date only non¬ 
violent prisoners are involved 
and Ficano has put in place a 
crack enforcement team that 
quickly apprehends any viola¬ 
tors of the tether system. 

The cost of the tether pro¬ 
gram ($10 to $15 per day) is 
paid for by the defendant, 
Ficano explained, and the 
equipment is controlled by the 
sheriffs department. 

Ficano said the program al¬ 
ready has gotten strong en¬ 
dorsements from area police 
chiefs. 

Chief 34th District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green in¬ 
formed the municipal leaders 
of the five communities ser¬ 
viced by the court last Thurs¬ 
day that the tether program 
had begun. 

The 34th District Court 
serves Romulus, Belleville, 
Sumpter, Van Buren and 
Huron Townships. 

Carol Bowman, head of the 
Probation Department at the 
34th District Court, said sev¬ 
eral defendants are already on 
the tether program. One young 
man is extremely thankful for 
the new system, Bowman said, 
since he just “received the 
best job” of his life. 

This program allows defen¬ 
dants to continue working, if 
they have a job, rather than be¬ 
come wards of the state, Bow¬ 
man said.

NeWanti-weli bill filings near

New legislative bills that 
will seek to limit commercial 
injection wells in Michigan 
could be introduced in the 
Michigan House and Senate 
within days by State Rep. Gre¬ 
gory Pitoniak (D-Taylor) and 
Sen. Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton). 

Pitoniak said last Friday 
that if nothing else his earlier 
anti- injection well bills last 
year and this year at least 
helped his legislative peers 
begin doing their homework 
on toxic well issues. 

A hearing was conducted in 
a House environmental com¬ 
mittee earlier this winter, but 
Pitoniak’s bill never was voted 
out of the committee. He said 
at that time the scope of the 
bills might change when they 
came back later in this year’s 
session. 

Pitoniak, Bennett and Sen. 
Christopher Dingel (D- 
Trenton) thus apparently 
joined forces and revised the 
bills for introduction in com¬ 
ing days. 

While he refused Friday to 
outline exactly what the bills 
would seek to do, Pitoniak felt 
they would apparently get

wide support in both houses of 
state government. 

Romulus has been fighting 
the opening of a non- 
hazardous commercial injec¬ 
tion well for several years. If 
the well planned by Environ¬ 
mental Disposal Systems was 
opened in Romulus, it would 
be the first in the state. 

An extremely vocal citizens 
group known as Romulus Envi¬ 
ronmentalists Caring About 
People (RECAP) was formed 
and heatedly debated the well 
issue. Both sides in the issue, 


Romulus and EDS, have spent 
about $500,000 each in fighting 
the case in the courts and be¬ 
fore the Zoning Board of Ap¬ 
peals in Romulus. 

The Romulus ZBA declared 
the well planned off Wahrman 
Road was located in the wrong 
zone (Ml) and needed to be 
switched to an (MT2) zone. 
Thus EDS switched its plans to 
open the well to a location off 
Inkster Road in Romulus, near 
the Taylor border. 

In recent months Romulus 
has gotten additional support 
from Taylor, numerous down¬ 
river communities and the 
Conference of Western Wayne 
in opposing commercial injec¬ 
tion wells. 

Much of the verbal battle on 
the Romulus well issue has 
now shifted to Taylor, since the 
new injection well plan comes 
close to the Taylor borders. 

Taylor Mayor Cameron Pri- 
ebe was quoted recently as 
saying “I am personally confi¬ 
dent the well at the second 
(Romulus) location will be 
stopped.” 

The heated arguments thus 
have switched from Romulus 
City Hall to Taylor City Hall. 

Pitoniak said any announce¬ 
ment on the bills will come 
jointly from his office and that 
of Bennett’s. 


Romulus jobless studied 


A plan to terminate a labor 
contract with 165 support staff 
employees in the Romulus 
Community School District 
was tabled Monday night, 
when an overflow crowd 
turned out at the school board 
meeting.’ 

The contract with Local 64 
of the Michigan American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees of 
the AFL-CIO ran out in 1994. 

But built into the unique 
contract was a renewing fea¬ 
ture that stated either party 
could cancel the pact with 10 
days notice to the other side. 

The Romulus School Board 
planned to exercise that move 
Monday night, but by a vote of 
6-1 tabled the action. Only 
Trustee Pat Patterson opposed 
the delay and stated after the 
meeting “I believe in commit¬ 
ment. When something is bro¬ 
ken it needs to be looked into 
and fixed.” What he appar¬ 
ently was referring to was 
changes he favored in any fu¬ 
ture contract. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell stated the contract with 
Local 64 is the only one that 
has a renewing aspect to it. Be¬ 
cause of school funding 
changes made by Gov. John 
Engler, Bedell stated, serious 
changes in staff allotments 
will have to be made in future 
school contracts. 

Bedell urged that negotia¬ 
tions be postponed until late 
June, after this school year is 
completed. 

Board Vice President Ken¬ 
neth Berlinn then made a mo¬ 
tion to table the termination 
plan and Trustee Sandra Lang¬ 
ley supported the motion. 

The vote was then taken and 
only Patterson voted in the 
negative. 

With the delay it will mean 
that Patterson will have little 
or no say in the upcoming ne¬ 
gotiation process, as he will be 
retiring the same month after 
12 years on the board.

With little official fanfare, 
Romulus residents are in the 
middle of Gov. John Engler’s 
effort to reduce welfare cases 
within the city. 

Bob Wyckoff, a state Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services 
spokesman, revealed last Fri¬ 
day that phase one of “Project 
Zero” has been completed in 
Romulus via a survey of a cross 
section of local welfare clients 
needs and problems with ac¬ 
cepting and keeping jobs. 

According to the Project 
Zero plan, the state is seeking 
to examine the real needs and 
characteristics of families 
without earnings so that pro¬ 
grams and services can be tar¬ 


geted to help strengthen their 
ability to gain and retain em¬ 
ployment. 

Three groups were included 
in the survey: those without 
earned income, those working 
part time (20 hours or less per 
week) and those working more 
than 20 hours a week. 

Reportedly 65 percent of the 
recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children in 
Romulus lack jobs. 

Thus efforts were also made 
to determine the main bar¬ 
riers to a working experience 
- such as daycare or transpor¬ 
tation to work needs, Wyckoff 
revealed. 

Phase two of the study will 
include setting up meetings 
with community leaders, such 
as local ministers, business 


leaders, media, etc, Wyckoff 
said. 

To date both Mayor William 
Oakley and Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Joel Carr 
have expressed some discom¬ 
fort that their offices have not 
been kept up to date with pro¬ 
ject plans and activities. 

The “Projept Zero” theme 
announced by Engler at his 
“State of the State” speech is 
to bring the number of jobless 
in Romulus ultimately down to 
zero. 

According to the “Project 
Zero” calendar the main thrust 
of program development and 
implementation of services is 
to continue progress in reduc¬ 
ing the number of persons 
without earned income. 




Since a change of board offi¬ 
cers also will take place after 
the June election, Berlinn 
probably will be board presi¬ 
dent as the contract negotia¬ 
tions heat up. 

In the meantime the con¬ 
tract issues could take center 
stage in the upcoming school 
board campaign in which two 
seats will be open, Patterson’s 
and that of current Board 
President Debra Hoffman. 

A recent check with the Ro¬ 
mulus City Clerk’s office dis¬ 
closed that only former board 
trustee Michael Woods has 
taken out petitions for a four- 
year seat at this time. 

Hoffman has not disclosed 
yet if she will seek re-election, 
but most close to her feel that 
she will. 

Hoffman also serves as the 
city’s finance department di¬ 
rector in the administration of 
Mayor William Oakley. 

Several letters from union 
leaders and members were 
passed out at the packed Mon¬ 
day night meeting. 

The tabling of the termina¬ 
tion of the pact met with ac¬ 
ceptance from union staff 
representative Sharlene 
Myers-Krupnak, who thanked 
the board for its actions. 

But Bedell told the gather¬ 
ing that it is quite possible that 
termination of the pact may 
still be voted on in June. 

The contract covers the em-

Drug dea§? 

Wayne resident slain, 
acquaintance accused

A 21-year-old Romulus resi¬ 
dent faces open murder and 
felony firearm charges after 
the shooting death of an ac¬ 
quaintance, Feb. 15. 

Vernon Lenard Kato was ar¬ 
raigned out-county Feb. 18 af¬ 
ter shooting 36- year-old 
Michael Allen Kamensky once 
in the chest at his Wayne resi¬ 
dence on Glover Street near 
Fourth. 

According to Lt. Mel Drews 
of the Wayne Police Depart¬ 
ment, Kamensky, a life-long 


Wayne resident, was pro¬ 
nounced dead approximatley 
30 minutes after being trans¬ 
ported to Annapolis Hospital. 
The victim was allegedly shot 
once by the 21-year-old male 
who is said to have an exten¬ 
sive criminal record. 

“We arrested the defendant 
the next day with the coopera¬ 
tion of the Romulus Police De¬ 
partment,” said Drews. 

Authorities believe a drug 
transaction led to the alleged 
incident. Kato is currently re¬ 
manded to the Wayne County 
Jail, without bond.

Court funding debate slated

The debate over how the 
surplus money at the 34th Dis¬ 
trict Court will be disbursed to 
the five participating commu¬ 
nities has been delayed until 
April 18, the 34th District 
Court .Control Unit decided 
last week. 

The discussion on whether 
the 34th District Court should 
divide into two units (34 and 
34A) has gone on for several 
years. 

Now because the Michigan 
Supreme Court plans to merge 
courts so that there will be no 
single judge courthouses, the 
debate has switched to strictly 
financial issues.

Green smiled as she said “I 
have been urged not to use the 
term profit, so we are calling it 
a surplus.” Green also ex¬ 
plained that the 34th District 
Court is one of the few in the 
state running in the black. 

Green then added from the 
66 percent it receives, Ro¬ 
mulus must also pay the court 
operations’ costs. 

The remaining 33 percent of 
the surplus is divided up 
amongst the four remaining 
communities.

David Jacokes said “Van 
Buren is not interested in 
bankrupting Romulus, we just 
want our fair share!” 

Romulus Mayor William 
Oakley shot back “that (bank¬ 
ruptcy) won’t happen. But 
when Romulus is hurt finan¬ 
cially (via court funding), we 
want to make sure we all share 
that hurt.” 

All attending the meeting 
decided to wait for Carol Bow¬ 
man, head of the local proba¬ 
tion department, to put to¬ 
gether the financial records of 
the court for the past two 
years. 

' Bowman asked for six 
weeks to put together the fig¬ 
ures. Because of vacations and 
the upcoming Easter holiday 
coming up next month, the 
control unit decided to post¬ 
pone the next meeting until 3 
p.m. April 18. v

Union leaders 
seek more talks

Romulus school support 
staff union leaders are expres- ’ 
sing hopes that Dr. Samuel 
LaMonica, the district’s new 
director of human resources, 
is not the “hatchet man” he 
was rumored to be when he ar¬ 
rived from Livonia. 

The claim was included in a 
letter to the school board from 
Sharlene Myers-Krupnak, 
Council 25 staff representative 
of the Michigan American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees of 
the AFL-CIO. 

Prior to the departure of As- 
sistant Superintendent Dr. 
Terrell LeCesne, “there was 
never an indication expressed 
by the district to terminate the 
contract,” Myers-Krupnak 
wrote. 

She explained that early in 
December 1995, the union was 
informed of LaMonica’s hiring. 
At a meeting on Feb. 8, 1996, 
Myers-Krupnak said she asked 
LaMonica if it was his intent to 
terminate the contract. She 
claims he responded by saying 
he “had no intent of terminat¬ 
ing our contract at least this 
school year.” 

Yet less than two weeks 
later, she said she was in¬ 
formed by Carole Bales, chief 
union steward, that the district 
planned to terminate the cur¬ 
rent contract. 

Myers-Krupnak said she 
then called LaMonica and said 
if he was intent on terminating 


the contract in hopes of block¬ 
ading the grievance process, 
the action would not be in the 
best interest of both parties 
and other avenues could be 
pursued. 

It was at that time she told 
LaMonica of the rumor of him 
being hired as a “hatchet 
man.” 

She urged the board not to 
terminate the contract and ex¬ 
pressed deep thanks when the 
board decided at least to table 
the issue. 

Contacted Tuesday, 
LaMonica said he only remem¬ 
bers saying the district didn’t 
plan on terminating the cur¬ 
rent contract “at this time.” He 
said the decision to terminate 
was made after that meeting. 

In fact, a negotiation session 
is now slated for 10 a.m. March 
13 and probably will last most 
of the day, LaMonica said. 

He said if an agreement bet¬ 
ween the union and the dis¬ 
trict is reached before late 
June then obviously there 
would be no termination 
asked. 

A second letter distributed 
at the school board meeting 
was addressed to Local 64 
union members and was 
signed by the union’s execu¬ 
tive board. 

It stated “we have not cre¬ 
ated any unrest in the district 
and have been very receptive 
to their new direction. Why the 
school board and administra¬ 
tion would want to jeopardize 
morale and good union- man¬ 
agement relations is beyond 
me.” 


Will Romulus have 
six valedictorians?

Arbor Day 
mini-grants 

available to 
schools 

In celebration of Arbor Day 
(which is April 26), the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources is 
now accepting application 
from schools and munici¬ 
palities for Arbor Day mini¬ 
grant of up to $200.

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Enemy accuses Clintons of cover-up

There is bad blood between 
President Bill Clinton and La¬ 
rry Nichols, director of the Ar- 
kansas Development 
Financial Authority (ADFA) 
for two months in 1988. Both 
have suffered. 

After blowing a whistle on 
the ADFA, which he accused 
of laundering drug money for 
Clinton’s convicted drug 
dealer friend Dan Lassiter. 

“I gave Clinton two weeks to 
admit it,” he said. 

Instead, Nichols lost his job 
and was prosecuted for run¬ 
ning up his government phone 
bill with private long distance 
calls. \ 

He was acquitted and sued 
Clinton. At this time, Nichols 
told the world about guber¬ 
natorial mistress Gennifer 


Flowers, who denied the 
relationship. 

Clinton and his financial 
backers, Jack Stevens and Don 
Tyson, who controlled Ar¬ 
kansas, turned Nichols into a 
pariah in the razorback state, 
Nichols said. 

“It’s been hard on my fam¬ 
ily,” he continued. “So hard 
that I promised my dying 
Daddy that I’d get back the 
family’s good name.” 

According to Nichols, he 
will soon get back his reputa¬ 
tion because the jig is about up 
for Bill and Hillary Clinton. 

“Kevin Starr (the Whitewa¬ 
ter Special Prosecutor) took 
my testimony last weekend,” 
he said. 

The testimony links the 
Clintons to all kinds of finan¬ 
cial shenanigans. 

Nichols had been trying to 
testify to the special prosecu¬ 


tor for two years. Meanwhile, 
his frequent appearances on 
talk radio and the surfacing of 
his evidence in European pa¬ 
pers have convinced millions 
that the Clintons are covering 
up many potential crimes. 

But the prosecutor told him 
that his Whitewater team is 
not investigating the ADFA, 
only the death of Vince Foster 
and scams related to sham 
Madison Guaranty Savings and 
Loan Association transactions. 

The S&L, allegedly a piggy 
bank for the Arkansas old boy 
network, was depleted financ¬ 
ing several sham investments, 
which cost taxpayers $50 
million. 

However, Nichols thinks he 
can prove that ADFA’s first 
loan, a $300,000 loan to Seth 
Ward -- father-in-law of Webs¬ 
ter Hubbell, former U.S. Asso¬ 
ciate Attorney General, former 


law partner of Hillary Clinton, 
and now a convict -- was used 
to cover a check Hillary Clin¬ 
ton wrote to allegedly defraud 
government regulators. The 
G-men were closing in bn one 
of Madison’s sham loans 
known as Flowerwood Farms. 

It is thought that HilLary 
may have made a fatal slip by 
allowing her name to appear 
on Flowerwood documents in 
1985 and then compounded 
her problems in an effort to 
cover it up. Although the stat¬ 
ute of limitations has expired, 
an alleged conspiracy to ob¬ 
struct justice has kept the mat- 
ter alive and could 
incriminate both the President 
and First Lady. 

Nichols showed Eyewitness 
a package of documents that 
appeared to support many of 
the accusations, which are too 
convoluted and long to detail 


here. 

With him was Arkansas 
state trooper Larry Patterson, 
who had often been assigned 
to accompanying Gov. Clinton. 
Patterson came to Detroit to 
help Nichols get the word out 
that the facts surrounding 
Vince Foster’s suicide are be¬ 
ing covered up, particularly 
the time and place of the 

death. 

Patterson said that he re¬ 
ceived word of Foster’s death 
at about 5 p.m., July 20, 1993, 
from state trooper Roger 
Perry. Perry said that Helen 
Dickey, a White House nanny, 
had called from Washington 
and stated that Foster was 
found dead in his car in the 
White House parking lot. 

This contradicts the official 
version, which states that Fos¬ 
ter committed suicide at in 
Fort Marcy Park. The driver of 



President Bill Clinton 

a white van reportedly saw tne 
body at 5:45 p.m. 

According to the official ver 
sion, the White House was first 
notified of the death at 8:30 
p.m. Hillary Clinton, in Little 
Rock, was informed at 9:40 
p.m. 

However, Nichols has a 
copy of the original secret ser¬ 
vice report, which contradicts 
the official version.

Legion continues to stand by flag

By the time you read this, 
the postmortems on the Senate 
vote on the flag amendment 
will largely have subsided. 

Observers have suggested 
that we, too, should give up the 
fight. Enough is enough, they 
say, “You gave it your best, now 
it’s time to pack it in.” Those 
people don’t understand what 
the past six years, since the 
1989 Supreme Court Decision, 
have really been about 

Our adversaries have long 
argued that opposition to the 
amendment is not the same as 
opposition to the flag itself, 
that it’s possible to love the 
flag and yet vote against pro¬ 
tecting it. Perhaps in the best 
of all possible worlds we could 
accept such muddled thinking. 

Sadly, we do not live in the 
best of all possible worlds. 

In the best of all possible 
worlds it would not be neces¬ 
sary to install metal detectors 
in public schools, or have 
drunk-driving checkpoints on 
our highways, or give manda¬ 
tory drug tests to prospective 
airline employees. Indeed, in

the best of all possible worlds, 
the Pope would not have to 
make his rounds in a bul¬ 
letproof vehicle. In all of these 
cases, we have willingly made 
certain sacrifices in freedom 
because we recognize that 
there are larger interests at 
stake. In the case of the metal 
detectors, for example, the 
safety of our children, and our 
teachers, and the establish¬ 
ment of a stable climate for in¬ 
struction to take place, is 
paramount. 

If the flag amendment is 
about anything, it’s about hold¬ 
ing the line on respect, on the 
values that you and I risked 
our lives to preserve. We live 
in a society that respects little 
and honors still less. Most, if 
not all, of today’s ills can be 
traced to a breakdown in re¬ 
spect - for laws, for traditions, 


for people, for the things held 
sacred by the great bulk of us. 

Amid all this, the flag stands 
for something. If respect for 
the flag were institutionalized, 
and children were brought up 
to understand the unique col¬ 
lection of principles it repre¬ 
sents, there would be 
inevitable benefits to society, 
benefits that would help turn 
the tide of today’s chaos and 
disrespect. For no one who 
takes such principles to heart 
- no one who sees the flag as 
an untouchable symbol of de¬ 
mocracy, of decency - could 
possibly do the things that 
some people do, these days, in 
the name of freedom. 

And let us not forget that 63 
out of 99 senators voted with 
us, or that we won over 375 leg¬ 
islators in total. Our efforts 
were no more wasted than 
were the efforts to take remote 
outposts in the Pacific a half- 
century ago. 

We undertook a noble fight 
in trying to save our flag, and 
the fact that we have suffered 
a temporary setback does not 
diminish the nobility of what 
we fought for. This is not over 
by a long shot.

No hope 
for kids 

To the editor: 

Where are the protective 
services of our state and 
county agencies when people 
call in abuse and neglect to¬ 
ward the little children? 

To me the system makes the 
caller the bad person, and the 
abuser the good person. Some 
intake workers say, “You are 
not letting the parent have a 
chance to be a better parent.” 

If you report the abuse and 
neglect, and have actual proof 
of the abuse, the system still 
doesn’t do anything, or even 
believe you. Is it right to sexu¬ 
ally abuse a child? 

When a protective service 
worker, talks to the abuser 
what is reported was what the 
abuser says, the child is lying 
or fantasizing about it, and the 
State of Michigan has this so- 
called law that is supposed to 
protect our children. The 
abuser can threaten a child if 


they tell anybody, anything. So 
actually the child has to live in 
fear, because the system has 
failed the children, as well as 
the people who call in to pro¬ 
tect them. 

The children will come to 
these same people for help, as 
they trust and relate to them. 
Then the children ask: Don’t 
you love us anymore or don’t 
you care what happens to us 
anymore? The abusive parent 
tells the children, “they don’t 
care or love you kids anymore. 
They don’t believe what you 
even say.” 

This is where the system has 
failed the children, the people 
who call in, and themselves as 
well. Now the children have no 
one in their little corner any¬ 
more. 

Let all the people join 
forces to protect our children 
from abuse and neglect.

Author provides new slant on traditional baby book

While most people are fa¬ 
miliar with the traditional 
baby books, providing fill-in 
spaces for significant events in 
the infants’ first years of life, 
up until now, no one thought of 
doing the same for the Baby 
Boomers who are currently ex- 
periencing major turning 
points in their lives. 

Why, reasoned Mary-Lou 
Weisman, should every step of 
a baby’s life be chronicled in a 
special book, while the impor¬ 
tant events of middle age be 
ignored? She remedied that in 
her newly published book, My 
Middle-Aged Baby Book, which 
lists such significant events as 
the first gray hair, the first 
jeans with an elastic waist and 
the first conservative opinion 
expressed. 

It’s a witty, tongue-in-cheek 
look at middle age, which she 
defines as beginning any¬ 
where from as early as 40 to 
the 50s and beyond. The au¬ 
thor offers a simple guideline 
to determine whether you 
have reached middle age: “If 
you have Turns in your pocket 
and Mylanta in your drawer 
and if you have your proctolo¬ 
gist’s phone number on speed 
dial, you’ve reached middle 
age;” 

Weisman sees a lot of sim¬ 
ilarities between babyhood 
and middle age, noting that 
both come with varying 
amounts of hair and teeth, 
both eat a lot of finger food 
and both dress in comfy ro¬ 
mper suits (called sweats by 
the older generation.) In addi¬ 
tion, both tend to be round, 
have sore gums and be pla¬ 
gued by gas, she added. 

Under the category of hair, 
Weisman lists the seven stages 
of men’s hair loss and women’s 
hair coloring. Men begin with 
minoxidil and wind their way 



through creative parting and 
hair plugs before giving up 
and shaving their heads, she 
writes, while women start by 
pulling our gray hairs, using 
rinses and highlighters and 
ending of as champagne 
blonds. 

The section on sex begins 
with three check-off boxes, 
“yes, no and can’t remember,” 
and lists among the things mid- 
dle-agers say while having sex, 
“Don’t roll on the cat.” 

An age-appropriate version 
of the nursery rhyme, Humpty 
Dumpty is included in the 
book: “Mrs. Dumpty sat on a 
wall, Mrs. Dumpty had a great 
fall. Osteoporosis and low es¬ 
trogen shattered her hip, so 
they put in a pin.” 

Weisman also humorously 
handles the chapters on vital 
statistics, likes and dislikes, 
dressing, friends and birthday 
parties. 

However, don’t take her sec¬ 
tion on the loss of neurons in 
the brain too seriously. If you 
do, you’ll be plunged into de¬ 
spair the next time you forget 
someone’s name or find that 
the answer to a question is 
“just on the tip of your 
tongue,” but not remembered. 
A recent study noted that, de¬ 
spite the loss of neurons, “the 
brain’s integrity is maintained 
because the massive redun¬ 
dancy of interconnection 
among neurons means that 
even if you lose some, the 
brain can often compensate.” 

She also offers horoscopes 
geared to the middle-agers. 
For example, those born 
through March 20, unfler the 
sign of Pisces, have this bit of

wisdom to guide them: “With 
water as your element and 
Neptune as your ruling planet, 
you are unpredictable, sensi¬ 
tive and dreamy. A plastic 
flower on your car antenna 
could help. This is the year you 
begin to think of decaf cappuc¬ 
cino as dessert” 

The writer, a Virgo, found a 


message in her horoscope that 
struck a happy note: “It’s time 
to consider a cruise for your 
next vacation so you won’t 
have to drive or carry 
luggage.” 

My Middle-Aged Baby Book, 
published by Workman, is 
available in hard cover at area 
book stores for $12.95, and con¬ 


tains humorous full color illus¬ 
trations by Paul Meisel to 
complement the text. 

The book is destined to be¬ 
come the “gift of choice” for 
those reaching their 40th or 
50th birthdays, replacing all of 
the tired and over-used “over 
the hill” paraphernalia.

Local man serves as medic

The U.S. submarine force is 
known for being the elite of 
the fleet, a reputation earned 
and sustained because of the 
hard work, skill and dedica¬ 
tion of its sailors. 

Rick Wilson, son of Robert 
and Virginia Wilson of Ro¬ 
mulus, knows this better than 
anyone. 

Wilson, 38, is a hospital 
corpsman (or medic) stationed 
aboard the nuclear powered 
attack submarine USS Boise, 
homeported in Norfolk, Va. 

He is a 1974 graduate of 
John Glenn High School. 

“Our mission is to take the 
ship to sea and do the assigned 
mission,” Wilson said. “I sup¬ 
port this by ensuring a healthy, 
fit crew.” 

The USS Boise is a Los 
Angeles-class nuclear pow¬ 
ered attack submarine, one of 
the most sophisticated subma¬ 
rines in the world. Equipped 
with torpedoes and Harpoon 
and Tomahawk cruise mis¬ 
siles, Boise can provide sur¬ 
veillance, intelligence, 
support special operations 
and launch missiles at enemy 
ships or land targets. 

Attack submarines also act 
as the battle group’s watchdog, 
using sonar to search for po¬ 
tential surface and underwa¬ 
ter threats. These efforts allow 
the surface forces to focus 
their concerns on other areas. 

A hospital corpsmen, 
Wilson maintains the health of 
the crew, monitors radiation 
levels and trains the crew in 
life-saving procedures. As the 
only hospital corpsman on¬ 
board the ship, his job is vital 
to the completion of the mis¬ 
sion. 

“As an independent duty 
hospital corpsman, I am re¬ 


sponsible for the health of the 
submarine’s crew. I do this by 
treating illnesses, injuries and 
coordinating routine medical 
needs,” said the chief petty of¬ 
ficer. 

“I maintain all medical 
equipment and medications. I 
also handle all of the medical 
administrative functions.” 

After spending almost two 
years in different schools and 
training programs to become 
both a corpsman and a subma¬ 
riner, anyone can see how im¬ 
portant it is to be well-trained 
in the Navy.‘ 

Training is even more im¬ 
portant in the submarine com¬ 
munity. Crew members must 
be familiar with each other’s 
jobs because once submerged, 
they have only themselves to 
rely on in an emergency. 

With so much on the line, 
submariners must be able to 
handle any crisis which may 
arise on the boat. To ensure 
they are qualified, crew mem¬ 
bers strive to earn a subma¬ 
rine warfare pin, which 
resembles a submarine 
flanked by two dolphins. 

To wear the pin, individuals 
must demonstrate a working 
knowledge of all the systems 
onboard. For example a 
torpedo-man’s mate would be 
able to do the job of a sonar 
technician if needed. This 
cross training gives the boat 
more flexibility. 

For Wilson, earning the sub 
pin was one of his biggest 
achievements. 

“Qualifying in submarines 
was noteworthy, as was being 


selected for chief petty officer. 
I have enjoyed the travel and 
meeting new people also,” 
Wilson said. 

Being more than a football 
field in length and weighing 
more than 7,000 tons, an attack 
submarine can travel at 
speeds in excess of 25 knots 
and at depths greater than 800 
feet. 

Under these conditions no 
one questions the importance 
of leadership and good man¬ 
agement skills, all of which 
Wilson says he’s mastered in 
his 17 years as an active duty 
sailor. 

“I have learned that persis¬ 
tence pays off, assess each sit¬ 
uation on its own merits and to 
apply past knowledge and ex¬ 
perience in problem solving,” 
Wilson added. 

Wilson does plan to retire in 
three to six years. Afterwards 
he intends to stay in the Nor¬ 
folk area, where he hopes to 
work in the computer field or 
in the safety industry. When he 
does enter civilian life, Wilson 
said he will take his experi¬ 
ence and ideas learned in the 
Navy and apply them to his 
new life. 

“If you want something you 
can get it. Anyone can be suc¬ 
cessful out there if they are 
willing to work for it,” he said. 

“The Navy has taught me to 
succeed and what it takes to 
get ahead,” Wilson said. “I 
have learned to be responsible 
for myself and my actions and I 
have learned to be adaptable. 
All of these will help me, both 
in my family life and profes¬ 
sionally,” he concluded.

George hopes for adoption

George, the frozen cat who 
was brought back to life by Ro¬ 
mulus Animal Control Officer 
Kim Matthews late last month, 
has been designated as the 
first Good News Pet of the 
Month. 

George, a friendly year-old 
grey and white male feline, 
now is up for adoption at the 
Romulus Animal Control Cen¬ 
ter on Goddard Road (near 
Wayne Road), Matthews said. 

Persons adopting George or 
any other animals currently 
housed at the center must be 
at least 18 years old or accom¬ 
panied by their parents. 

The cost of adoption is only 
$5, and the center, in turn, 
passes on various gifts to the 
adopting family. 

Matthews said a free first¬ 
time trip to the veterinarian's 
office is provided, as well as 
various food supplies, booklets 
to keep a record of the pet’s 
health factors and pamphlets 
on pet care are given free to 
the adopted animal’s owner. 

Those adopting cats or other 



small animals may bring a 
small traveling cage if they 
wish on adoption day or may 
purchase a $1 leash from Mat¬ 
thews. 

A recent check of the ani¬ 
mal shelter revealed that 
three litter box- trained dwarf 
rabbits (various colors) were 
currently up for adoption, 
along with a variety of dogs 
and a five-year-old female cal¬ 
ico cat. 

The current supply of dogs 
includs a one-year-old male 
black Labrador, an adult 
mixed black Lab, a female 
hound dog and a female span¬ 
iel mix. Several husky puppies 
are expected in about six 
weeks, Matthews said. 

George was found frozen 
stiff on Jan. 30 inside a Wayne 
County Road Department shed 
on Goddard Road.

Newspaper observes anniverary of founding

In the month of March, 110 
years ago, the residents of Van 
Buren Township welcomed 
the publication of their new 
home newspaper, the Belleville 
Enterprise. 

An open house to mark the 
anniversary of the newspaper 
is slated from 4:30 to 6:30 p.m. 
March 6 in the Enterprise office 
at 397 Main Street, comer of 
Fourth Street. 

The township had been 
served by a local newspaper 
from 1881 to 1883, but when the 
paper ceased publication 
township residents were left 
without a home newspaper to 
chronicle the daily events and 
happenings of township resi¬ 
dents. For a three-year period, 
prior to the establishment of 
the Enterprise, Ypsilanti and 
Detroit weeklies carried 
township news and helped to 
fill the void left by the absence 
of a community newspaper. 

On March 10, 1886, the first 
issue of the Belleville Enterprise 
was published by Roscoe C. 
Begole in partnership with 
A.E. Smith. The newspaper 
was headquartered in a build¬ 
ing on High Street which for¬ 
merly had been used as a cigar 
factory. Two years later, Smith 
purchased Begole’s interest in 
the newspaper and took con¬ 
trol of the publication on 
March 5,1888. 

In Samuel Robbe’s A History 
of Van Buren Township, the au¬ 
thor wrote that Smith made a 
success of the venture from the 
start and in 1892 added the 
Willis Times and Romulus Ro¬ 
man to the Enterprise. Robbe 
noted that the Times was dis¬ 
continued and in April, 1925 
the Romulus Roman was 
merged with the BeUeviUe En¬ 
terprise 

“For 37 years, Mr. Smith edi¬ 
ted one of the cleanest papers 
in the state. In politics it was 
always neutral,” Robbe re¬ 
ported. “Be it to Mr. Smith’s 
credit that in all the years of 
his service so scandal or sala¬ 
cious news items ever ap¬ 
peared in his paper. His 
respect for the feelings of 
those who might be injured by 
adverse publicity gained him a 
host of friends.” 

Early editions of the news¬ 
paper were printed on both 
sides of a single 26-by-40 inch 
page which was folded to make 
eight pages. 

Smith’s publication was a 
mix of local news, advertise¬ 
ments of area businesses, seri¬ 
alized stories and statewide 
and local news. It contained 
such important tidbits of infor¬ 
mation as, “Ed Barlow’s dog 


went mad last Thursday,” and 
“Seventh Day Adventists in 
camp at Ionia predicted the 
end of the world is so near that 
some people now living will 
see it.” 

The front page of the June 
21, 1899 edition featured ad¬ 
vertisements for wallpaper 
and window shades from G.N. 
Dawson’s Cheap Cash Store, 
offered boots and shoes at cost 
from Lower & Co., and an¬ 
nounced the wonders of the 
stand-up carpet stretcher at 
column of news from Romulus 
provided such items of com¬ 
munity interest as “Henry 
Seestedt, proprietor of the 
Seestedt Furniture Factory 
was seriously injured in a 
(wagon) runaway Monday fore¬ 
noon” and, “Irvin Cross, prin¬ 
cipal of the New Buffalo 
schools, is home for the sum¬ 
mer vacation.” Smith noted in 
his column that the weather 
was “pretty dry and hot during 
the week.” 

Local brevities from Be¬ 
lleville included the announ¬ 
cement that the New State 
Telephone Company was put¬ 
ting in an exchange, the 
Grange was scheduled to meet 
the following Friday and the 
Baptist Ladies Aid will give an 
ice cream social at town hall 
on July 8. In were announce¬ 
ments extolling the virtues of 
DeWitt’s Early Risers, DeWitt’s 
Witch Hazel and Chamber¬ 
lain’s Pain Balm, all on sale by 
B.F. Whittaker. 

Readers of the local pub¬ 
lication did not miss out on the 
news beyond the village limits. 
In the 1899 publication, there 
was an item about a yellow fe¬ 
ver outbreak in Mexico and an 
announcement that “half a 
dozen women are earning a 
living as stenographers in 
Havana.” The same newspaper 
carried news of the Oct. 23 
heavyweight boxing match bet¬ 


ween champion Jim Jeffries 
and challenger Tom Sharkey 
and the announcement that a 
tunnel between England and 
Ireland, with an estimated cost 
of $60 million, had been pro¬ 
posed. 

Smith also recorded that lo¬ 
cal churches in Waukeegan, 
Ill., had endeavored to have 
the city’s mayor enforce the 
law prohibiting baseball play¬ 
ing on Sundays. 

In 1913 when the newspaper 
marked its 27th year, the Be¬ 
lleville Enterprise had a slightly 
different look. In the Feb. 26 
edition, the news from the Ro¬ 
mulus correspondent and a 
half-page ad from Potter’s De¬ 
partment Store shared the 
front page with the news that 
Mexico’s deposed president, 
Francisco Madero, was slain 
while guards were transport¬ 
ing him from the national pal¬ 
ace to the penitentiary. In a 
related item, the 26th Infantry 
at Fort Wayne received orders 
to move the regiment “with all 
haste” to Texas City, Texas. 
The orders, the paper re¬ 
ported, were not unexpected. 

Other items in the 1913 edi¬ 
tion included: 

• A hard times party at 
Grange Hall in Romulus with 
prizes provided to the most 
poverty-stricken costume; 

• Caucuses were planned 
for both the Prohibition Party 
and the Peoples Party for the 
purpose of nominating candi¬ 
dates for local offices; 

• The raise in telephone 
rates “has raised a big stir and 
many of the patrons of the 
company say that when their 
present lease runs out they 
will discontinue the use of 
telephone.” 

The last item prompted 
Manager Edwards of the local 
telephone exchange to sched¬ 
ule a meeting of the dissat¬ 
isfied customers to present 


reasons for the company’s de¬ 
cision to raise rates.” 

History buffs will be inter¬ 
ested in items regarding the 
commander of the steamship, 
Carpathia, Capt. A.H. Rostron, 
who received a medal for his 
part in the rescue of the Ti¬ 
tanic, and an article stating 
that attorneys for Harry K. 
Thaw, convicted slayer of New 
York architect Stanford White, 
had been charged attempted 
bribery to secure Thaw’s re¬ 
lease. 

The Enterprise was taken 
over by Frank Ames of Wayne 
on April 22, 1925. Ames re¬ 
sumed publication of the Ro¬ 
mulus Roman and established 
the New Boston Banner. The 
three papers contained the 
same news items with news 
items from each community 
shifted under the separate 
masts to give each community 
its individual newspaper. In 
1926 Ames installed a linotype 
machine in the Belleville of¬ 
fice and one year later consoli¬ 
dated his business with that of 
Paul C. Robinson of Wayne as 
the Ames-Robinson Publish¬ 
ing Company. 

The Enterprise’s Dec. 26, 
1935 edition contained a nu¬ 
mber of mortgage foreclosure 
notices along with greetings 
for a “Happy New Year.” 

The front page contained 
church news of Belleville 
Methodist Church, the Rev. 
William Richards, pastor; the 
Romulus-Inkster Methodist 


Churches, the Rev. S. Schof¬ 
ield, pastor; the Romulus 
Wesleyan Methodist Church, 
the Rev. Wardner Irish, pastor; 
St. Anthony’s Catholic Church, 
the Rev. A. Alphonse, pastor; 
the First Baptist Church of Ro¬ 
mulus, the Rev. Robert Tate, 
pastor and the New Boston 
Episcopal Church, the Rev. 
William Richards, pastor. Ser¬ 
vices at 9:30 a.m. Sunday at the 
New Boston church and 11 
a.m. at the Belleville church 
must have provided a commut¬ 
ing challenge for the Rev. 
Richards, who was listed as 
the spiritual head of both con¬ 
gregations. 

In 1945, the Enterprise- 
Roman was purchased by Ray 
Clift who five years later went 
into partnership with Lewis 
Robson, forming the Associated 
Newspapers, Inc. The firm 
bought the Wayne Eagle, the 


Inkster-Ledger Star and the Gar¬ 
den City Guardian. In the late 
1950s, Wes Willett bought into 
the firm when Robson sold out 
and resigned from the news¬ 
paper chain. 

In the history of Van Buren 
Township, Water Under the 
Bridge , Cathy Horste and Di¬ 
ane Wilson wrote “under Clift 
and Willett, Associated News¬ 
papers continued to grow and 
prosper, so that by 1969 its pub¬ 
lication included the commu¬ 
nities of Wayne, Westland, 
Canton Township, Belleville, 
Inkster, Garden City, Livonia 
and Plymouth. Associated 
reached its zenith in that year, 
being proclaimed the top 
chain cf weekly newspapers 

The newspaper chain was 
purchased by Mike Wilcox and 
re-named Michigan Community 
Newspapers in 1994. 



In the photograph, (above) provided by Robert Doane, the small front building was an ice house for the 
Van Buren Creamery, later the Detroit Creamery and Doane’s Creamery. The front building is an ice 
house, and Roy Doane used the new larger building (which dates from the 1830s) for ice. It was formerly 
used for a lumber yard facility and then a cider mill. Roy Doane moved across the street to a small house 
by the lake where he established his businesses. A scaled-down replica of the Wabash Railroad Depot 
(left) is located in the Belleville Area Museum, which is slated to move to the old township hall on Main 
Street later this year.

Old faithfuls’ shine for Tigers 

Belleville swimmers repeat lifts them to top Mega bracket

Belleville swim coach George 
Devore knew the Tigers had an 
excellent shot of repeating as the 
Mega Conference White Division 
champs. However, he admits, he 
didn’t believe that his swimmers 
could win with more than 100 
points to spare. 

“We swam very well,” said an 
extremely pleased Devore, after 
Belleville’s 365-218 victory over 


Allen Park, its nearest rival. “I 
knew we had the depth to win it 
again this year. What really sur¬ 
prised me is the wide margin of 
victory It was incredible.” 

The conference title, its second 
in as many years, will move 
Belleville up a notch next year to 
the tougher Red Division where 
the Tigers will compete against 
such state powerhouses as Dear¬ 
born and Monroe. 

In fact, Monroe inflicted the 
lone loss to Belleville’s 8-1 overall 


record. The loss came during a 
crossover meet 

“I believe we will be very com¬ 
petitive in the top bracket,” said 
Devore, who also rounded out his 
fourth season as the Belleville 
head coach. “Many of these kids 
will be back with us a year from 
now.” 

The three-day White Division 
championships, staged midweek 
at Taylor Truman, culminated 
with the Tiger coach and his 
swimmers accepting the champi¬ 


onship trophy. The champs pro¬ 
duced a double gold-medalist in 
Ted Church and the Tigers also 
captured golds in two of the three 
relays. 

Belleville went into the divi¬ 
sional championship with an un¬ 
tarnished 6-0 record and com¬ 
piled 365 points as compared to 
Allen Park’s (5-1) 218. The final re¬ 
sults saw Taylor Truman with 189, 
followed by Carlson (159), Red- 
ford Union (132), Thurston (123) 
and Southgate Anderson (106). 


Church, who is a junior, swam 
career best times in winning the 
titles for the 200-yard freestyle 
and the 500-yard freestyle events. 

The champ covered the 200 in 
1:55.78, then led the pack to the 
wall in the 500, finishing the event 
in 5:18.95. He also picked up a 
third gold as a member of a win¬ 
ning relay. 

Teammate Todd Carrico also 
left the pool with a gold medal. 
He posted the winning time for 
the 100-yard breaststroke 


(1:06.39). Carrico had a better time 
in the preliminaries, churning a 
1:05.68 to qualify for the finals. 

Devore’s 200-yard freestyle re¬ 
lay shattered records in winning 
the divisional title. The lineup, 
which includes three juniors - 
Gary Collins, Austin Rich, Aaron 
Lang - and senior Shawn Johnson, 
turned in a 1:35.69 which eclipsed 
the Truman pool and Belleville 
records.

The state championships 
remain the final test for a 
small cadre of local high 
school wrestlers who last 
week managed to survive 
tiie grueling regionals.

qualifiers in heavyweight 
Kevin Jackson and Makimba 
Mimms (130). 

Jackson clashed with his 
nemesis, Rogelio Aquilera (40- 
1) of Flat Rock in the finals. 
Aquilera, who had beaten the 
Inkster heavyweight twice pre¬ 
viously this season, made it 
three in a row over the Inkster 
senior thanks to a fall. 

Jackson had spent less than 
80 seconds on the mats in his 
two preliminary matches. He 
crushed Lutheran North’s

fitness tips 

Here’s a fitness tip from experts: 
You don’t need to train like a pro¬ 
fessional athlete to enjoy the bene¬ 
fits of physical fitness. You don’t 
even need a personal trainer or spe¬ 
cial equipment. 

Three hours of exercise a week, 
all year long, are enough to look and 
feel better. 

So say Charles Heffner and 
Christine Stark, expert fitness 
trainers responsible for helping cit¬ 
izen-soldiers measure up to the Na¬ 
tional Guard’s demanding physical 
fitness requirements. 

Stark, a major who serves as the 
Army National Guard’s fitness coor¬ 
dinator, and Heffner, master fitness 
trainer for the New York Guard’s 
Headquarters Company, 42nd Infan¬ 
try Division, say the key to a suc¬ 
cessful exercise program is finding 
an activity you like that fits into 
your lifestyle. 

Diet is important too, Heffner 
notes. Fat should be no more than 
30 percent of an individual’s daily 
caloric intake. 

Here’s How 

Your three hours of exercise 
should be split this way: 

• Moderately intense aerobic ex¬ 
ercise at least half an hour, three 
days a week. Try anything that mod¬ 
erately increases your pulse, activ¬ 
ities such as jogging, swimming, 
bicycling, aerobics, in-line skating, 
cross-country skiiing, racquetball 
and brisk walking. 

• Muscular exercise, at least half 
an hour, three days a week. No 
fancy, expensive equipment re¬ 
quired. Do push-ups and sit-ups. 
Use household furniture for exer¬ 
cise dips. Install a chin-up bar in a 
doorway in the basement. 

• The bottom line is, be active, 
Heffner tells his Guard charges who 
must pass an annual physical train¬ 
ing test. They get guidance from 


their trainer, but preparing for the 
test is done primarily on their own 
time. 

“At a minimum everyone should 
try to get into some kind of exercise 


program, whether it’s walking, bike 
riding, whatever,” Heffner says. 

“Make it fun. Take the family out 
on a bike ride. Anything to just get 
active. Don’t go home after work, eat 
supper and watch TV all night.”

When author Denise Austin talks 
about fitness, she means business - 
there’s no excuse and no procras¬ 
tination.

“I chose 
that number of days because ex¬ 
perts say that it takes 21 consecutive 
days to form a habit.” 

After faithfully following the pro¬ 
gram for 21 days, Austin believes 
that her readers will form life-long 
habits for healthier living. 

Austin offers such practical tips 
as: 

• Swimming can be a great aero¬ 
bic workout because it involved a 
large number of the major muscle 
groups in the body and the threat of 
injury is minimal. 

• Laughter is the best medicine. 
It can get your blood circulating and 
produce the same body chemicals 
that a runner experiences during a 
runner’s “high.” 

• Exercise is the fountain of 
youth! It lowers your cholesterol 
and blood pressure, raising your 
metabolism to prevent weight gain. 

“Food isn’t the enemy. Sitting 
still is,” said the energetic Austin.

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Health evidence mounts against adult weight gain

March is National Nutrition 
Month, but this year the focus seems 
to be on how much ... not on exactly 
what Americans are eating. 

One third of the population of the 
United States over the age of 20 is at 
least 20 percent above desirable 
weight. The incidence of obesity has 
increased dramatically in the last 
two decades. 

According to a major national 
study of over 115,000 women, 
weight- related illnesses are re¬ 
sponsible for over 300,000 deaths 
each year. Even a moderate amount 
of weight gain during adulthood ap¬ 
pears to put women at an increased 
risk of premature death. “In the 
group studied, excess weight was 
associated with approximately one 
third of cancer deaths and half due 
to cardiovascular disease,” states 
the study’s Director, JoAnn Manson, 
M.D., of the Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital, Harvard Medical School. 

Scout 
passes on 

fitness 

ideas

When Girl Scout Marjorie Brooks 
looked for a project to earn her 
Gold Award - the organization’s top 
honor - she decided to focus on her 
interest in health and fitness. 

“I am a healthy eater and a long 
distance runner, so what I eat and 
how I exercise is very important to 
me,” said the 17-year-old Westland 
resident. “I run about 45 miles a 
week and work out routinely at the 
YMCA so I’m really into health and 
fitness.” 

Brooks hosted a day-long health 
and fitness program for the 
Brownies earlier this month as part 
of her project requirement. 

Activities included completing 
four interest projects to lead to 
Leadership Award. 

Brooks said she wanted the 
young girls to understand that you 
don’t have to eat unhealthy foods if 
you don’t have a lot of time. She 
credits our busy lifestyles as a fac¬ 
tor in the increase of a person’s av¬ 
erage body fat. 

“People tend to eat ‘convenience 
foods’ because they don’t have time 
to prepare what they think is a 
healthy meal,” said Brooks. “A lack 
of time is no excuse for not eating 
right.” 

Brooks outlined the healthy 
foods that the youngsters can eat 
and enjoy without adding unnecess¬ 
ary fat and calories to their diet. 

Her troop leaders, Elaine Rowell 
and Diane Browning provided sup- 


longer a vanity issue,” says Florine 
Mark of Weight Watchers. “It is a 
very serious health issue. At a time 
when more people than ever before 
are overweight, evidence is mount¬ 
ing that excess weight may quite lit¬ 
erally be second only to smoking as 
a cause of preventable deaths.” 

Of particular concern is the 
strong indication that weight gain 
after the age of eighteen may be as¬ 
sociated with increased health 
risks, and that a relatively moderate 
gain of fifteen to twenty pounds can 
effect risk. “These facts are in di¬ 
rect conflict with the accepted feel¬ 
ing that weight gain in middle age is 
inevitable and harmless,” Mark 


Many Americans gain weight in 
their 30s and 40s, weight gain that is 
influenced by changes in behavior. 
Americans may be eating more and 
moving less. “The increasing de¬ 
mands of modem lifestyles make 
balanced meals and regular exer¬ 
cise difficult for many people,” 
Mark observes. 

Clearly, now is the time to take 
control of your weight and your 
health. The experts advice is reas¬ 
suring ... any loss of body fat is bene¬ 
ficial for those who have too much. 
According to Mark, “Not all over¬ 
weight people can become ‘thin’ but 
they can become healthier and feel 
better.” 


Mark suggests keeping a food and 
activity diary for a week. Become 
conscious of what you eat, how 
much you eat, and how often you are 
active and inactive. These observa¬ 
tions can give clues to patterns that 
needed to be changed. 

While weight loss is rarely easy, it 
is achievable! Remember that 
weight loss as little as ten pounds 
can have a positive effect on health. 
“Most importantly, prevent further 
weight gain,” Mark stresses, 
“Studies show that health risks in¬ 
crease as weight increases. Monitor 
your weight, and if you notice a pat¬ 
tern of slow weight gain, take action 
to control it... now.” 

Mark summarizes, “Base your 
food choices on low-fat, portion- 
controlled meals and snacks. This, 
coupled with more physical activity, 
puts you in charge of your weight... 
and is a positive step toward im¬ 
proving your health.”

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Prevent high blood pressure easily 


Just about everyone is familiar 
with high blood pressure, or hyper¬ 
tension, but few understand it 

Try this true or false quiz: 

1. Stress causes high blood 
pressure. 

2. High blood pressure has no 
symptoms. 

3. People whose parents had high 
blood pressure will also have it. 

4. Nothing can be done to prevent 
high blood pressure. 

The answers to these questions, 
from the National Heart, Lung, and 
Blood Institute - one of the National 
Institutes of Health - can be 
surprising. 

The first statement is false. 
Stress does make blood pressure 
rise, but not permanently. Rising 
and falling blood pressure is nor¬ 
mal, but it becomes dangerous 
when it is always high. 

The second statement is true - 
usually. High blood pressure is 
called “the silent killer,” making 
regular blood pressure checks vital. 

The third statement is false. 
Family history makes high blood 
pressure more likely, but not a 


certainty. 

The encouraging news is the 
fourth statement is false. High 
blood pressure can be prevented 
through four simple steps: 

• Control weight. Being over¬ 
weight means a two- to six-fold 
higher risk of developing high blood 
pressure. About 20 to 30 percent of 
hypertension in the United States is 
related to excess weight. If you need 
to reduce, try to lose one-half to one 
pound per week. 

• Increase physical activity. Many 
studies show that active men and 
women of all ages have less hyper- 
tension than their inactive 
counterparts. 

• Avoid excess salt and sodium. 

Consume no more than 2,400 milli¬ 
grams of sodium a day. This in¬ 
cludes what’s in processed foods 
and added during cooking and at 
the table. Salt is only one form of 
sodium - there are others. So watch 
your use of all forms. 

• Avoid excess alcohol. If you 
drink, do so in moderation - no more 
than two drinks daily. About 5 to 7 
percent of hypertension in the 


Fat and fiber...friend or foe? 


Do you find yourself feeling 
guilty if you eat a small order of 
fries loaded with fat, and healthy if 
you choose an oat-bran muffin 
loaded with fiber? Conflicting find¬ 
ings on dietary fat and fiber have 
many Americans confused,, how¬ 
ever, a six year study at the Harvard 
School of Public Health using men 
between the ages of 40-75 found that 
those who consumed the most fiber 
suffered 35 percent fewer heart at¬ 
tacks than low fiber intakers. 

The average American adult con¬ 
sumes about 15 grams of fiber from 


grain, fruit and vegetables sources, 
while the recommended daily in¬ 
take for fiber is 20-25 grams. 

Fiber has the ability to push 
more fat through the system so that 
it is not absorbed. Dietary fiber also 
reduces absorption of cholesterol 
in the diet and the risk of colon 
cancer. 

Limiting fat, in addition to in¬ 
creased fiber, puts you on the path 
toward a healthier lifestyle. 

As the studies indicate, fat and 
fiber are definitely friends, not foes, 
and essential in everyone’s lifestyle.

and the following optional lab-eval¬ 
uated tests which carry a nominal 
fee: Blood Panel of 23 profiles in¬ 
cluding Thyroid (new for 96!), HDL 
and Cholesterol - $20; the Prostate 
Specific Antigen (PSA) blood test 
for men - $25; New for women in ‘96 
- the CA-125 ovarian cancer antigen 
blood test - $25; Colorectal Cancer 
Screening Kits (take-home) - $5. 


When on site, all participants are 
urged to visit our Counseling and 
Referral Station which is staffed by 
health professionals. But our job 
doesn’t stop there. Two to three 
months after the Project is over, 
United Health staff and volunteers 
conduct the “Follow-Up Program”. 

During Follow-Up, participants 
with significantly abnormal test re¬ 
sults are contacted by phone or 
mail so that we can learn of the re¬ 
sult of their follow up visit with 
their health care provider. Our Fol¬ 
low-Up component gives United 
Health staff a chance to again touch 
base with the participant, refer 
them to a free or low-cost preventa¬ 
tive program, if needed, and let 
them know we are concerned. 

Project sites are scheduled in the 
city of Detroit, Wayne County and 
other locations.
